New Greek Regime Recognizes Makarios 


ATHENS, Greece (AF) — The new 
civilian government of Greece has 
freed all political prisoners and 
recognized Archbishop Makarios as 
president of Cyprus. But the new head 
of the Greek Cypriot regime on the 
island, President Glafcos derides, 
said he would not hand the office back 
to the archbishop. 


One 
of 
Prem ier 
Constantine 
Caramanlis’ first acts after naming a 
12-man cabinet on Wednesday was to 
declare a general amnesty for all those 
jailed for political dissent during the 
seven years of military dictatorship. 


Citizenship was restored to all who 
had been deprived of it, including 
actress Melina M ercouri, leftist 
political leader Andreas Papandreou 
and composer Mikos Theodorakis. The 
new government emptied the Yiaros 


Island concentration camp and shut it 
down. 
Theodorakis flew home from Paris 
and said he thought the return to power 
of Caramanlis was a positive step. But 
he pointed out that ‘‘the political left is 
excluded” from the government. 
The cabinet members are all cen­ 
trists 
or 
rightists, 
and 
men 
of 
economic and bureaucratic expertise, 
indicating Caram anlis planned a 
speedy assault on inflation and other 
economic woes. 
Foreign Minister George Mavros, 
also the deputy premier, announced 
the new regime's repudiation of the 
coup in Cyprus, generally believed to 
have been the work of the dictatorship. 
He said Greece “has accepted fully the 
United Nations Security Council 
decision on Cyprus .... We, therefore, 
recognize President Makarios as the

Hearst Hoax 
Causes Stir 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A woman 
tricked police into believing she was 
fugitive heiress Patricia Hearst and 
was willing to surrender, bringing 150 
policemen to a 
North 
Hollywood 
apartment. 


Police officials called 
off their 
operation early today after the hoax 
unfolded: 
—Miss Hearst’s parents and sister 
flew anxiously to Los Angeles from 
San Francisco. Her father was very 
disappointed, and the family quickly 
returned home. 
—Officers surrounded an apartment 
building, blocked off streets and 
negotiated by telephone with the 
hoaxer, who said she wanted to 
surrender to “Uncle George.” Rumors 
later buzzed that Miss Hearst had been 
in the apartment building but had 
escaped. 
—A police spokesman said officers 
raided an apartment but found only a 
cat, 
a 
.22—caliber rifle 
and 
an 
automatic shotgun. Three persons who 
were in the apartment, including a 13- 
year-old girl who bears a strong 
resemblance to Miss Hearst, said they 
were grabbed by detectives and 
questioned. 


Police said the guns had a legitimate 
owner with no connection to the 
Symbionese liberation Army, which 
kidnaped Miss Hearst at Berkeley, 
Calif., on Feb. 4. 


The hoaxster wasn’t found, and a 
police spokesman said later “we had 
no evidence that Miss Hearst or any 
SLA member was ever there." 


After all the excitement, Police 
Chief Ed Davis summed up the 
Wednesday night operation as “a good 
command exercise.” LL Dan Cook, the 
police spokeman said it was “a 
practice in futility.” 


legal head of Cyprus.” 
But in Nicosia, the Cypriot capital, 
President Glandes said the people of 
Cyprus should decide the presidency, 
and he would hold an election “not lat­ 
er than within a few months.” 
Asked if Makarios could run, he 
said: “In a free country every citizen 
has the right to present himself for 
election.” But he warned that “it 
would be a very unwise move for Ma­ 
karios to come back under the present 
conditions.” 
The 61-year-old archbishop was 
proclaimed president automatically 
last year for a third-five year term 
when no candidate opposed him. Now 
in New York, he said earlier this week 
he planned to return to Cyprus in a few 
weeks. But there was no immediate 
comment from him on d e rid e s ’ 
statements. 


d e rid e s was M akarios’ closest 
associate, political heir and the 
president of the House of Represen­ 
tatives. The latter post made him the 
constitutional 
successor 
to 
the 
president, and he moved into the top 
spot Tuesday after the collapse of the 
dictatorship in Athens pulled the rug 
from under the coup leaders in Cy prus. 
No major fighting was reported on 
Cyprus Wednesday, but the Indian 
commander of the United Nations 
peacekeeping force reported in­ 
dications Wednesday night that 400-500 
Turkish troops with tanks were 
digging in 500 yards from the Nicosia 
airport and would try to seize it during 
the night. 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
called the Security Council into 
emergency session in New York to 
deal with the reported threat. But 


Turkish Foreign Minister Turan Gunes 
sent Waldheim a message assuring 
him that Turkey would not threaten or 
use force against the troops at the 
airport. Several council members said 
they were satisfied, and the council 
adjourned. 
Meanwhile, a contingent of 500 
British troops in armored cars was 
reported on its way to the airport from 
British bases in south Cyprus to bolster 
the U.N. force.

moving heavy armor since the cease­ 
fire. 
Gunes, Greek Foreign Minister 
Mavros and British Foreign Secretary 
James Callaghan were to meet in 
Geneva tonight to begin peace 
negotiations for Cyprus. Their three 
nations are the guarantors of the 
island’s independence under the treaty 


that freed it from Britain in 1960. 


It was expected that the ministers 
would meet for about three days, adopt 
a communique supporting the cease­ 
fire and create a working group. The 
group is to begin concrete negotiations 
to resolve such issues as the with­ 
drawal of the Greek army officers who 
led the coup, the withdrawal of the 
Turkish invasion forces, the future 
government of Cyprus and future 
relations between the Greek majority 
and the Turkish minority on Cyprus.

But the key to the setup is rural 
identification. 
Box numbers should be at least an 
inch high and placed on the side of the 
box the carrier approaches, if possible. 
The mail box for Mr. White, for 
example, should read: Jay White, 
Route I, Box 41, Circleville, Ohio, 
43113. 
Painting is the best method of 
showing the number, he said, although 
adhesive numbers could also be ap­ 
plied. 
When new patrons are added to a 
rural route their box number will be 
preceded by a letter designation so as 
not to upset the numerical sequence. 
The numbering system will not 
apply to people who live in designated 
subdivisions, he said. Mail patrons in 
divisions like Knollwood Village or 
Ix)gan Elm Village should use their 
street name and house number. 
The reason, according to White, is 
the hope that eventually all houses in 
the county will be identified by house 
numbers. 
However, it is up to county com­ 
m issioners 
and 
the 
engineer's 
department to devise the plan. 
With the advent of rural box num­ 
bers, postal patrons with regular post 
office boxes are asked to insure that 
“P.O.” is clearly designated infront of 
their number. .And rural box holders 
must also use their rural route number 
when listing their box number to avoid 
confusion. 
Persons with regular post office 
boxes are also asked to guard against 
dual addressing. The address im­ 
m ediately preceding the city of 
delivery is where the mail will go, be it 
a street address or post office box 
number. 
Postmaster White asks rural patrons 
to be certain to circulate their correct 
address prior to the Christmas season. 


Impeachment Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Judiciary Committee resumed today 
its landmark debate on the 
im­ 
peachment of 
President 
Nixon, 
hearing first from a Republican who 
declared Nixon “is entitled to a 
presumption of innocence.” 
The assertion from Rep. Charles E. 
Wiggins of California came despite 
Tuesday’s claim from another GOP 
defender of the President that a 
committee decision against Nixon is 
assured. 
Wiggins 
has 
frequently 
been 
characterized as Nixon’s most ar­ 
ticulate defender on the committee, 
but he told the committee’s second 
session of formal debate that “I 
wince” at that label because he 
believes simply that the case should be 
decided according to law. 
If fairness is not the overriding 
factor in the epic proceedings, said 
Wiggins, “we would be doing a greater 
violence to the Constitution than any 
misconduct 
alleged 
of 
Richard 
Nixon.” 
Wiggins was the first of 27 com­ 
mittee members remaining to make 
opening statements in the debate on a 
proposed two-article recommendation 
of impeachment. 
If the committee approves im­ 
peachment in a vote expected this 
weekend, then the full House of 
Representatives must decide whether 
to send the m atter on to the Senate for 
trial. 
Wiggins told his colleagues it was 
“not too late for me to challenge” 
whether they 
should 
sit 
in 
the 
proceeding if they have formed a 
preconceived notion on Nixon’s guilt or 
innocence. 
But despite his challenge, the 
conunittee was believed likely to vote 
impeachment, though the margin of 
such a vote remains to be determined. 
The committee opened its historic 
debate Wednesday night before a 
nationwide television and radio 
audience that heard Rep. Charles W. 
Sandman Jr., R-N.J., claim “There 
are sufficient votes here for an im­ 
peachment resolution. 
“Everyone knows that. There is no 
use kidding ourselves about it,” he 
said. 
Sandman, who lined up against 
impeachment, was one of ll com­ 
mittee members who gave their views 
in a televised presentation of the 
historic proceedings. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr.’s 
schedule for the 38-member committee 
calls for concluding general debate 
tonight and moving onto actual consid­ 
eration of articles of impeachment 
Friday. That schedule suffered a slight 
setback last night when a bomb scare 
forced a 47-minute delay. 
The threat, telephoned to the Capitol 
switchboard, forced Rodino to empty 
the packed room while police searched 
fruitlessly for a bomb. Irater, after 
Rodino had recessed the proceedings 
for the night and the hearing room had 
almost emptied, a second bomb threat 
was received. Again nothing was 
found. 
The most explosive item in the room 
was a resolution offered by Rep. 
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Harold D. Donohue, D-Mass., calling 
for Nixon’s impeachment on two broad 
articles, one based on the Watergate 
cover-up, the other charging him with 
abusing his powers of office. 
The proposed articles, still subject to 
refinements, were drafted after day­ 
long 
negotiations 
between 
pro­ 
impeachment Democrats and seven 
fence-sitting 
members 
— 
four 
Republicans and three Southern 
Democrats. 
Neither side would say publicly that 
the articles as presented represent an 
agreement, but one participant in the 
negotiations said he expects the seven 
undecided members to support at least 
one of them. That would produce a 26- 
12 vote in favor of impeachment. 
The Watergate article accuses Nixon 
of acting “directly and personally and 
through his close subordinates and 
agents” to obstruct the investigation of 
the Watergate break-in. 
It lists nine specific acts it says 


Nixon directed to carry out the cover­ 
up, including the payment of hush 
money, the suppression of evidence, 
the misuse of the CIA and the making 
of “ false or m isleading 
public 
statem ents 
in 
his 
capacity 
as 
President for the purpose of deceiving 
the people of the United States ...” 


The abuse of power article charges 
Nixon 
with 
authorizing 
illegal 
wiretaps, establishing a special in­ 
vestigative unit in the White House to 
engage in unlawful activities—such as 
the break-in of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist’s office —and with in­ 
terfering with the administration of 
the Internal Revenue Service and the 
FBI. 


Both articles, and the specific acts 
cited in them, follow closely the major 
concerns in the impeachment inquiry 
of Rep. Thomas F. Railsback, R-Ill., in 
whose 
office 
the 
uncommitted 
members drafted their proposals for 


submission to the proimpeachment 
group. 
Railsback delivered an emotional 
speech Wednesday night in which he 
stopped short of saying he would vote 
for impeachment but left no doubt he 
was bothered by Nixon’s actions in the 
Watergate cover-up and in his use of 
the IRS and FBI. 
“If there is anything that is going to 
affect my vote, it is misuse of sensitive 
agencies,” he said. 
Speaking without notes, Railsback 
was the only member who ran over the 
15 minutes alloted each speaker. He 
said he had been agonizing over his 
decision for months. He warned that 
“the young people in this country” will 
become frustrated and disillusioned if 
the committee adopts an attitude that 
the country cannot afford to impeach a 
president and fails to get at the truth. 
Another Midwest Republican, Rep. 
Robert McCrory of Illinois, expressed

President Readies Tapes 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) - 
Pledging to comply with the Supreme 
Court’s Watergate tapes ruling “in all 
respects,” a disappointed President 
Nixon has ended weeks of uncertainty 
with the declaration, “I respect and 
accept the court’s decision.” 
Some eight hours after the court 
announced on 
Wednesday 
its 8-0 
decision that Nixon must surrender 64 
additional tapes and documents, the 
President issued a statement through 
his chief Watergate defense lawyer, 
James D. St. Clair. 
Drafted after lengthy conferences at 
Nixon’s oceanside home here, it ended 
suspense heightened by weeks of 
refusal by presidential aides to say 
whether he would obey an adverse 
court ruling. 
“While I am disappointed in the 
result, I respect and accept the court’s 
decision, and I have instructed Mr. St. 
Clair to take whatever measures are 
necessary to comply with that decision 
in all respects,” the President said. 


Nixon had challenged in the courts a 
subpoena for the tapes and documents 
from special Watergate prosecutor 
I>eon Jaworski, who said they were 
needed for the cover-up trial of six 
former White House and campaign 
aides, scheduled for Sept. 9. The 
defendants include H R. Haldeman, 
John D. Ehrlichman and John N. 
Mitchell. 
Weeks may yet pass before the tapes 
and documents are made available to 
Jaworski. They must be screened for 
relevance by U.S. District Court Judge 
John J. Sirica. 
Appearing before newsmen 
and 
television cameras at the White House 
press center in nearby laguna Beach 
on Wednesday afternoon, St. Clair 
spoke of “the time-consuming process 
of reviewing the tapes subject to the 
subpoena and the preparation of the 
index and analysis required ....” He 
said the work “will begin forthwith.” 
In the past, tapes provided to 
Jaworski have been supplied to the 
House Judiciary Committee for its 
impeachment inquiry. It was not 
known immediately whether the latest 
subpoenaed m aterial ever would 
figure in congressional consideration 
of impeachment.

High Court Kills 
Desegregation Plan 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Supreme Court today struck down by a 
5-4 vote, a controversial desegregation 
plan calling for busing pupils across 
school district lines in the Detroit area. 
The decision sent the case back to 
U.S. District Court in Detroit, where 
the plan was approved two years ago 
by the late Judge Steven J. Roth. 
Another judge will now consider the 
matter. 
The Supreme Court said Roth erred 
in ordering a desegregation plan 
em bracing both Detroit and its 
suburbs without any evidence as to 
whether the suburban districts were 
segregated. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, 
speaking for the court, said federal 
courts may not impose multidistrict 
desegregation plans where there is no 
finding that all the school districts in­ 
cluded had failed to operate integrated 
school systems. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall, the only 
black member of the court, dissented, 
saying: 
“We deal here with the right of all of 
our children, whatever their race, to 
an equal start in life and to an equal 
opportunity to reach their full potential 
as citizens. Those children who have 
been denied that right in the past 
deserve better than to see fences 
thrown up to deny them that right in 
the future.”

Driver Law 
Ruled Void 


HAMILTON, Ohio (AP) — A Butler 
County Common Pleas Court judge 
ruled Wednesday that sections of the 
Ohio Revised Code depriving persons 
of their driving rights without a 
hearing are unconstitutional. 
“The legislature had endeavored to 
provide civil penalties and superim­ 
posed them on criminal penalties and 
is beyond their constitutional authority 
to so do without due process,” said 
Judge Robert L. Marrs in hts ruling. 
Judge Marrs noted the sections 
allow the Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
to suspend the driving rights of any 
person and the vehicle registration of 
any person found guilty of violating 
any one of seven criminal offenses.

Scott had originally been 
Busing Bill 
Faces Fight 
In House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Senate- 
approved compromise that would limit 
busing for school desegregation faces 
a tough fight in the House, which is 
insisting on stronger curbs. 
‘‘We will stand firm,” Rep. Joe D. 
Waggoner, D-I/a., a leader of busing 
opponents, said Wednesday after the 
Senate agreed, 81 to 15, to accept the 
compromise written into a $25.2-billion 
education bill. 
The legislation is expected to be 
brought up in the House early next 
week. At that tune, Waggoner will seek 
to have the bill sent back to conference 
with the Senate with instructions to 
insist on the 
House antibusing 
language. 
On Monday, the House by a 261-122 
vote reaffirmed its position that no 
pupil should be bused beyond the 
second-closest school to his home. 
The compromise accepted by the 
Senate would allow busing past the 
second-closest school if a court con­ 
siders it necessary to protect the rights 
of minority children. 
The 81-15 vote did not reflect the 
Senate’s true feeling on busing. Only 15 
minutes before that vote, senators 
rejected, 55-42, an attempt to send the 
bill 
back to conference with in­ 
structions to accept the House 
provisions.

The ReDublican speeches were in 
sharp contrast to the crisp presen­ 
tations of the Democrats. 
“Should Richard M. Nixon be found 
guilty of obstruction of justice? Yes," 
said Rep. William L. Hungate. D-Mo. 
"Should Richard M. Nixon be found 
guilty of abusing the powers of his 
office? Yes. Should Richard M. Nixon 
be found guilty of contempt of and 
defiance of Congress and the courts0 
Yes." 
Texas Rep. Jack Brooks, who used 
only about 4 of his 15 minutes, said the 
catalogue of crimes that go under the 
name Watergate amount to a record of 
corruption unequalled in the nation’s 
history. 
Rep. Don Edwards, D-Calif., said he 
had concluded “that President Nixon 
has consciously and intentionally en­ 
gaged in serious misdeed, that he has 
corrupted and subverted our political 
and government processes to the 
extent that he should be impeached 
and the m atter of his guilt or innocence 
referred to the Senate for trial." 
Rep. Edward Hutchinson, R-Mich., 
said no one should vote for im­ 
peachment who is not convinced 
already of Nixon’s guilt. Before he 
could cast such a vote, he said, he 
would have to be convinced beyond a 
reasonable doubt that Nixon was guilty 
of a serious enough offense to require 
his removal from office. 
Shultz Role 
With IRS Eyed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - John W. 
Dean III says President Nixon told him 
in 1972 that George P. Shultz was not 
made secretary of the Treasury “to be 
some sort of candy ass" and would 
have to help get tax audits on Sen. 
George S. McGovern’s cam paign 
contributors. 
Former White House counsel Dean’s 
testimony, released today by the 
House Judiciary Committee, shows he 
also said Nixon did not order an 
alleged $75,000 hush money payment, 
but

Dean’s closed-door July ll testimony 1 
was released along with that of former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell. 
Dean testified Nixon made the 
comment a’bout Shultz when Dean 
reported to the President Sept. 15,1972, 
that then Internal Revenue Service 
Commissioner Johnnie Walters had 
refused Dean’s request to audit a list of 
then Democratic presidential can­ 
didate McGovern’s contributors. 
“He (Nixon) said something to the 
effect, well, if Shultz thinks he’s been 
put over there to be some sort of candy 
ass, he is mistaken, and if you have got 
any problems, you just come tell me 
and I will get it straightened out," 
Dean quoted the President. 
Rep. Tom Railsback, R-Ill., said at 
the committee’s opening deliberations 
on impeachment Wednesday night that 
Nixon’s alleged comment on Shultz is 
among evidence that could cause 
Railsback to vote for recommending 
impeachment. 
Shultz had become head of the 
Treasury 
Department, which also 
includes IRS, three months earlier, 
June 12. 


Dean said that when he went back to 
IRS with Nixon’s backing, Walters still 
refused to audit the McGovern con­ 
tributors. Dean said he did not know if 
Nixon told Shultz to have the audits 
made. 


He testified the President launched a 
long discussion “about the IRS and not 
using it effectively and from there we 
immediately went to the fact that we 
were not using the entire apparatus of 
the government effectively and the 
changes that would be made after the 
election."

NEW YORK (AP) — It takes more 
than 
an 
energy 
crisis to make 
Americans permanently change their 
lifestyle. 


That is one conclusion you might 
draw from a study by The Conference 
Board that shows plans to vacation by 
automobile are back to where they 
were before the energy scare, after a 
sharp decline for a few months. 


Moreover, automobile sales now 
show signs of improving, if not im­ 
mediately and sharply then gradually 
and over the longer term. Appliance 
sales seem to have surv ived the crisis. 
And the desire for air conditioning 
seems stronger than that for con­ 
servation. 


But major changes do seem to have 
taken place rn industry, the most 
significant probably the realization 
that enormous and costly amounts of 
energy are wasted every day. 
For the first time ever, thousands of 
companies have conducted energy 
audits during the past few months. 
Energy managers were appointed, and 
many of them discovered fuel being 
used as if it cost nothing. 
Recycling of heat has assumed great 
importance. The production facilities 
of many companies generate consider­ 
able heat that customarily is vented 
outside, while separate and expensive 
systems are used to heat offices. 
Consultants report that on almost 
every assignment they find obvious 
misuses of energy, the result of 
practices dating to when fuel was 
considered cheap, available and of 
little consequence. 
Combined 
with 
environmental 
pressures, the energy crisis also 
spurred recycling of some products. 
For many decades it was assumed 
without question that “virgin is best,” 
meaning that anything from wool to 
steel was better if made from new 
rather than reused raw materials. 
While this might remain so in some 
instances, virgin raw materials don’t 


always produce the best product for 
the price. 
The Aluminum Association states, 
for example, that used aluminum can 
be recycled back to ingot for less than 5 
per cent of the energy required in pro­ 
ducing the original. 
Another change that appears per­ 
manent is in the automobile industry, 
where millions of vehicles now are 
being produced and sold on the basis of 
fuel economy rather than style or 
luxury. 
In fact, the most intense competition 
among carmakers is in the miles-per- 
gallon race, whereas just a few years 
ago the battle was in terms of hor­ 
sepower. 
What all this seems to say is that 
Americans understand anything when 
it’s stated in terms of money. But if 
The Conference Board is correct, it 
doesn’t seem to apply to vacations.

Dear Editor: 
I want to touch on one remark which 
Prime Minister, Yizhak Rabin, in his 
address to the Knesset on June 3, said 
“No recognition of the Palestinian 
Arabs, Israel will not negotiate with 
terrorist organizations whose goal is 
the destruction of the State of Israel.” 
Israel’s complaints of Arab terror, 
moreover, must be viewed against the 
record of some of her own people in the 
war of independence. Although not 
representative of the majority of Jews, 
the Irgun and the Stem Gang practiced 
terror as a deliberate instrument of 
policy in 1946-48. Their escutcheon was 
a rifle thrust aloft by a clenched fist 
ringed by the motto “Only Thus.” As 
two examples of such a policy, they 
blew up a wing of the King David Hotel 
on July 22,1946, killing some 90 Arabs, 
Jews and Britons. Worse, on April 9, 
1948, they attacked the peaceful Arab 
village 
of 
Deir 
Yassin 
and 
in­ 
discriminately murdered and raped its 
entire population. As word spread, 
frightened Arabs, fearing a similar 
fate, fled by the thousands. The leader 
of the Irgun, Menahem Begin, now sits 
in the Israeli parliament as a leader of 
the principal party, the Likud. His 
views toward the Arabs and what he 
considers as Israel’s inherent right to 
all of Palestine seem to have changed 
very little in the past quarter century. 
As I w as concluding this letter, I was 
asked, “What is my prediction for a 
peaceful solution in the Middle East in 
1975° My answer is “another round of 
war between the Arabs and Israel.”

I never believed it was possible that 
one of our children could have been 
picked up as a drug pusher. Our shock 
is so great that I want to share it with 
other families, hoping that they can 
benefit from our ghastly experience. 
Mr. H. M.,Ohio 
Dear Mr. M.: 
Such parental disbelief is completely 
understandable. When confronted by 
such an unhappy experience, parents 
wonder 
how 
active, 
healthy 
adolescents, coming from families of 
education and cultivation, could have 
fallen into the trap of narcotics. 
Social scientists doctors, educators 
and psychiatrists have made it clear 
that youngsters who come »rom home 
in every level of society may fall prey 
to the temptation of drugs. 
There is no single answer to the 
immense problem of controlling and 
curing addiction. There is, however, a 
single important solution, and that is 
prevention. 
Some terrifying aspects of drug 
addiction are traced to the over­ 
whelming use of marijuana. I know 
that this will 
be denied by the 
sophisticated young people who know 
all the answers and speak freely of the 
nonaddictive qualities of marijuana. 
One of the most distressing aspects 


of this problem is that many adults and 
parents of youngsters have themselves 
entered the marijuana smoking scene. 
Adults using marijuana may be less 
likely to make the transition to hard 
drugs than are the teenagers who are 
playing the game of experimentation. 
Thrill-seeking teenagers plunge into 
the dope habit with terrifying rapidity. 
The use of amphetamines, cocaine 
and even heroine is often the follow-up 
to the use of marijuana. 
Ask any of these young adults and 
they will tell you with “scientific” 
definitiveness that marijuana does no 
harm and is not addictive. Wrong. 
More and more scientific evidence is 
accumulating to show that there are 
distinct body changes that are 
dangerous to those who persistently 
smoke marijuana. 
When these same people point to the 
use of alcohol and compare it with 
marijuana they seem to forget that one 
wrong does not justify another. 
Families must critically examine 
the social behavior patterns of their 
children and constantly be aware of 
their activities. Only in this way can 
the early recognition be made of 
children who are l* coming “hooked” 
by the clutching, compelling claws of 
drug addiction.

Milk Fund 
Bribery 
Case Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Watergate 
prosecutors say they may bring 
bribery charges against a dairy 
cooperative official in connection with 
President Nixon’s 1971 increase of 
federal milk price supports. 
One of the co-op officials who 
promised $2 million for Nixon’s 1972 
campaign, David L. Parr, pleaded 
guilty Tuesday to conspiring to donate 
up to $222,450 in corporate money and 
services illegally to six candidates, 
including Democrats Hubert H. 
Humphrey and Wilbur D. Mills. 
But in a letter filed with the court, 
the prosecutors said Parr’s guilty plea 
won’t give him immunity from 
prosecution on possible charges of 
bribery and conspiracy “in connection 
with the March 25, 1971, milk price 
support decision.” 
That increase was ordered by 
President Nixon March 23, and the 
public announcement was held up two 
days while presidential aides obtained 
continuation of Parr’s $2 million 
promise. Parr’s group and two sister 
co-ops donated $632,500. 
The House Judiciary Committee is 
deliberating whether to include a milk- 
fund bribery charge against Nixon in 
any future articles of impeachment. 
Tuesday’s court proceeding brought 
the first official statement that the 
Watergate prosecutors also are con­ 
sidering bribery charges against per­ 
sons involved in the affair. 
Parr was second-in-command at 
Associated Milk Producers, Inc. of San 
Antonio, Tex., the nation’s largest 
dairy-farmer cooperative, until he was 
ousted in an internal shakeup in 
January 1972. 


This cautious approach was the 
more noteworthy because the Kremlin 
has always displayed a flair for low- 
risk gambling in that particular Medi­ 
terranean area. 


Greece and Turkey constitute a 
vastly important pivot whose future 
involves the destiny of the whole 
Middle East, with all the meaning that 
region has for the Western world. 


The two are of even more critica 
importance in today’s picture than jusl 
after World War II, when the strategic 
and volatile Balkans, Europe’s un­ 
derbelly, were the apple of Joseph 
Stalin’s always calculating eye. 
Severely shaken by a Soviet-backed 
Communist rebellion, Greece by 1947 
was in danger of collapse. Turkey was 
tottering on the edge of economic 
disaster. Stalin, gambling to win a 
great deal at relatively small risk, 
applied heavy military and diplomatic 
pressure against both nations. 
Two events stopped Stalin. First, the 
Truman Doctrine warned that the 
United States would resist attempts to 
subjugate nations by outside pressure 
or support of armed minorities, and 
sent massive aid to Greece and 
Turkey. 
Second, 
Communist 
Yugoslavia’s break with the Soviet 
Bloc closed a border sanctuary and 
supply channel to the Greek Commu­ 
nist guerrillas. 


Today, with all the volatility of the 
Middle East and the greater im­ 
portance than ever of its oil, the 
Kremlin may have had to agonize over 
whether to yield to temptation. But ii 
was as much on notice from the United 
States this time as it had been ir 
Stalin’s day. To attempt to meddle toe 
directly could have meant gambling 
with carefully laid plans for interna! 
Soviet development that depend on the 
detente. 
The detente that was bom in the 
1970s has been a fragile creation thai 
needed to be handled with care. It was 
shaken in 1972 when the United States 
mined Haiphong harbor and bombec 
Hanoi just before President Nixon’s 
first summit visit to Moscow.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A dress 
shop refused credit in her own name to 
a woman in real estate who earns 
$20,000 a year. 
Credit card companies would give 
another employed woman—on her 
present job IO years and earning 
$14,000—no credit card in any name 
other than her husband’s. 
These are described as typical 
complaints being received by the 
Governor’s Task Force on Credit for 
Women, which plans to recommend 
new laws to correct abuses later this 
year. 
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Diane VV Poulton, chairman of the 
20-member task force, plans to con­ 
duct hearings around the state to 
gather information about the difficulty 
women have obtaining credit. 
She 
d that since the task force was 
creaicu last April “it has been flooded 
with complaints from women all over 
Ohio in all income brackets.” 
A two-day hearing in the Statehouse 
July 29-30 will get the research under 
way. Other hearings will follow in one- 
day sessions within the next two weeks 
in Cincinnati, Geveland, Toledo and 
Athens.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A proposal 
to ban joint ownership of newspaper 
and television stations in the same city 
will be considered by the Federal 
Communications Commission in a 
three-day set of hearings beginning 
today.

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N e w C ro p Report 
Slated By USDA 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Agriculture Department today was 
putting the finishing touches on and 
releasing a new situation report on 
crop supply and demand. 
One of the questions its economists 
were trying to figure out Wednesday 
afternoon was how they managed to 
underestimate by 31 million bushels 
the carryover of the 1973-74 wheat 
crop. 
TTie 249 million bushels, announced 
Wednesday, were still, as predicted, 
the lowest stocks on hand July I of old 
crop wheat since 1948. 
That’s 43 per cent less than last year 
and 71 per cent less than July I, 1972, 
the eve of massive unprecedented 
grain exports to the Soviet Union and 
other nations hit by bad crops and 
ever-higher demand. 
Wednesday’s grain report also 
showed the expected exception to the 
rule of stocks markedly below 1973 
carryovers. 
Soybeans, with the marketing 
season for them not over until Sept. 30, 
were at a level 92 per cent above last 
year’s stocks, the largest supply on 
hand in four years. 
Durum wheat stocks, at 29.6 million 


bushels, were 20 per cent below 1973 
for that key pasta ingredient and 57 per 
cent below two years ago. 
Old-crop rye, with an 11-million 
bushel carryover, was at a level two- 
thirds below 1973 and 76 per cent below 
1972. Indicated disappearance during 
the last quarter, however, was less 
than half the level a year ago. 
Old-crop barley was 26 per cent 
below a year earlier, at 120 million 
bushels. 
Oats carried over July I at 255 
million bushels, down 38 per cent. 
Com alone and the four feed grains 
together were down 26 per cent from 
July I, 1973, levels. 
The report also pointed out that 
consumption and export of the feed 
grains in the April-June quarter 
reached a record height of 50.5 million 
tons, 3 per cent more than the same 
quarter of 1973. 
The use of wheat, the report added, 
despite bakers’ predictions of sub­ 
stantially higher levels, leading to no 
carryover was about 40 per cent less 
this spring than last. For the entire 
season 1.9 million bushels was used, 
compared with 1.97 billion last year 
and 1.49 billion two years ago.

Lobbyists 
Press For 
Impeachment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A pro- 
lmpeachment lobby is trying to put 
hometown pressure on several key 
Republican congressmen whose votes 
could be crucial when the House 
Judiciary Committee decides whether 
to recommend impeachment of 
President Nixon. 
The National Committee on the 
Presidency Inc., a registered lobbying 
group, recently bought full-page ad­ 
vertisements in several small Mid­ 
western and upstate New York news­ 
papers calling attention to the im­ 
peachment inquiry. 
The ads were aimed at districts 
represented 
by 
Republican 
congressmen considered to be swing 
votes on the committee, publicly un­ 
committed and likely to go either way 
when the proposed articles of im­ 
peachment are put to a vote. 
In three cases, the ads asked in 
large, 
bold-face 
type, 
“ Is 
Congressman ... helping the cover­ 
up9” 
The lobbying group pointed out that 
the lawmakers named in the three ads, 
Reps. Wiley Mayne of Iowa, David W. 
Dennis of Indiana and Henry P. Smith 
III of New York, had voted in favor of 
issuing 
subpoenas 
for 
some 
presidential diaries and against 
demanding others. 
“These votes look like the ‘politics of 
impeachment,’ that is, votes on both 
sides of the same subject to complicate 
the issue and confuse the public,” the 
national committee said. 
All three congressmen rejected 
suggestions their votes had helped 
cover up anything and pointed out they 
voted to subpoena all information they 
considered relevant, particularly 
tapes of presidential conversations. 
Dennis said that with the exception 
of the pro-impeachment ads he had 
received “remarkably little” pressure 
from organized groups in his district 
on either side of the impeachment 
issue. 
The National Committee on the 
Presidency, he said, appeared to be an 
outside organization but because the 
local newspaper ad stirred some re­ 
action from constituents he decided to 
answer it with a letter to the paper. 
Smith’s and Mayne’s offices also 
said public statements had been issued 
in response to the ads.

The commissioners are Republicans

O’l^aughlin of Cleveland. 
In an interview following the 
swearing-in, Mrs. Rodemeyer credited 
the Watergate scandal in part for the 
commission’s creation.

(campaign law) works, but they don’t 
really know.” 
She said the commission hopes to 
build public interest in the state’s 
campaign laws.

“We have no broad discretionary 
powers, nor will any be assumed,” he 
added.

The real event happened shortly 
before midnight August 18, 1971, while 
most of the inmates of the Santa Maria 
Acatitia Federal Prison were watching 
a movie. 
A helicopter swooped into the prison 
courtyard, collecting Joel David 
Kaplan, 42, serving a 28-year term for 
murder. 
Kaplan was transferred to a light 
plane and flown to the United States, 
where he remains. In the wake of the 
bizarre escape came a flood of rumors 
and accusations, among them, that 
Kaplan worked for the CIA, that he had 
been railroaded to prison by a relative 
who wanted his inheritance. 
“The reason the script works is the 
absurdity of the whole thing,” says 
Cries. “The story would be un­ 


believable, except for the fact that it 
happened. 
We’re sticking as close as possible 
to the story, changing only the names 
and certain relationships. 
“The uncle, whom Kaplan accused 
of trying to keep him in prison, is 
played as a grandfather.

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Ohio's Jobless 
Rate Takes Jump 
Haldeman Said ‘O ther President' 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
unemployment rate rn April was 
higher than the nation’s monthly rate 
for the first time in three years, ac­ 
cording to the Business and Economic 
Research Center at Ohio State 
University. 
While the national unemployment 
rate dropped to 4.8 per cent in April, 
the center reported, unemployment in 
the state topped off at 4.9 per cent 
Ohio also was below the national 
increases in personal income and total 
construction contracts for April, the 
center noted. 
Personal income rose one per cent in 
the nation, but less than half that in 
Ohio. 
Ohio matched national figures in 
other areas in April, notably a one per 
cent increase in retail sales and a five 
per cent increase in bank loans to busi­ 
ness and agriculture 
WTith the passage of shortage- 
induced slowdowns and the Arab oil 
Farm Goods 
In Storage 
On Increase 


WASHINGTON I AP) - At the end of 
last month, supplies of farm goods in 
cold storage in almost all categories 
were significantly greater than a year 
ago — despite some seasonal and 
demand-derived declines from May 30. 


For example, stocks of red meat, at 
924 million pounds, were 37 per cent 
above the year before, despite a 9 per 
cent decline from May. Beef accounted 
for 443 million pounds of that, likewise 
37 per cent more than the 1973 level. 


Pork holdings dropped more — 14 
per cent — but, at 356 million pounds, 
were 41 per cent larger than 12 months 
before, the Agriculture Department 
reports. 


Frozen poultry stocks rose ll per 
cent from May to an amount almost 
twice as large as June 1973, with 
chicken up 106 per cent, turkey up 91 
per cent and duck up 88 per cent. 
The report did show stocks of butter 
20 per cent below last year despite a 23 
per cent rise from May 30, while 
American cheese was up 6 per cent 
from May and 56 per cent from a year 
ago. 
It further showed apple stocks, 
compared with 1973, up 46 per cent; 
frozen fruits, mainly strawberries, up 
13 per cent; frozen orange juice, up 19 
per cent, frozen vegetables, up 34 per 
cent; frozen potatoes, up 5 per cent; 
fresh grapes, up IOO per cent; fresh 
vegetables, down 12 per cent; walnuts, 
up 532 per cent, filberts, down 65 per 
cent; all nuts in shells, up 154 per cent; 
frozen lamb and mutton, up 3 per cent, 
and frozen veal, up 40 per cent. 
Mule Held 
For Payment 
Of Feed Bill 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Lynn 
Wall says all he wants is his mule. But 
authorities say Monopoly won’t be 
sprung until somebody pays his feed 
bill. 
“Old Monopoly is worth $1,000,” said 
Wall, 56, a retired San Francisco 
cabbie now living in Virginia City, 
Nev. “But I ain’t gonna pay that fine, 
even if it’s a nickel.” 
Monopoly, a specially trained show 
animal, was “arrested” July 5 while 
Wall was grazing the animal at 3 a m. 
on the lawn at city hall. 
“ ... I didn’t have no place to feed 
him, so we just walked over to the 
mall,” Wall explained. “That’s when 
all hell broke loose.” 
Police asked Wall to remove the 
beast. When Wall told them he had no 
place to take Monopoly, officers called 
the American Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals. 
The mule has been held ever since, 
with a $5 per day grain charge ac­ 
cumulating on an original $25 fine for 
grazing an animal within the city 
limits. 
The ASPCA said it would not release 
the animal until it is reimbursed for 
the grain.

Oil Profits 
Skyrocket 


NEW YORK (AP) - Several oil 
companies say rises in crude oil prices 
on domestic and foreign markets 
helped to sharply boost their profits 
during the second quarter of this year. 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, the 
nation’s sixth largest oil firm, reported 
on Tuesday that after-tax profits for 
the three months ended last June 30 
were 131 per cent more than the earn­ 
ings in the same period of 1973. 
Shell Oil Co., seventh biggest, said 
its second-quarter earnings rose 39 per 
cent. Cities Service Co., 14th in size, 
reported a 76 per cent gain and Ten- 
neco Inc., a conglom erate with 
significant oil operations, said its net 
more than doubled. 
For the latest quarter, Indiana 
Standard registered earnings of $280 
million on revenues of $2.47 billion. In 
the comparable period last year, $121.3 
million was earned on revenues of 
$1.53 billion. 
Its profits during the first six months 
this year totaled $499 million, com­ 
pared to $242.5 million in 1973. 
Shell earned $124.5 million in the 
latest quarter, compared with $89.5 
million in the like period a year 
earlier. First-half profits of $246.4 
million outdistanced the $169.8 million 
earned in the first six months of last 
year. 
Cities Service, which retails as 
Citgo, said second-quarter profits this 
year totaled $53.8 million on revenues 
of $674.2 million. Last year $30.5 
million was earned on $464.1 million in 
revenues. 
Half-year profits were $122.6 million 
for 1974 and $67.3 million last year. But 
Citgo said its 1973 profits excluded an 
extraordinary gain of $11.3 million

“He counted so heavily on Haldeman’s 
presence, on Haldeman being at the 
other end of telephone within reach 
when he buzzed.” 


At one point, committee associate 
counsel Albert Jenner asked: 
“During all your time at the White 
House, Mr. Butterfield, and to the 
extent of your personal knowledge, no 
guessing, was there ever any occasion 
that came to your knowledge of Mr. 
Haldeman 
withholding 
any 
in­ 
formation from the President?” 


"No, sir, never,” replied Butterfield. 
Irater, James D. St. Gair, Nixon 
defense lawyer, asked Butterfield: 
“But you really are not in a position 
to speak with any degree of personal 
observation as to what Mr. Haldeman 
said or didn’t say to the President, isn’t 
that right'” ’ 
“I would tend to disagree with you,” 
replied Butterfield. “ I think I was in 
probably the best possible position. 
However, I do agree with you that I 
didn’t actually observe.” 


Butterfield 
served 
as 
deputy 
assistant to the President from Nixon’s 
first day in office until March 14,1973. 
Among his duties was insuring the 
smooth operation of the President’s 
day. 
He described a typical presidential 
day as beginning at 8:15 a.m. with a 
reading of the daily news summary. At 
8:35, the President would buzz for 
Haldeman. 
“It was always his habit to buzz for 
Haldeman when he finished the news 
summary and he would stay in for 
about 30 to 35 minutes,” Butterfield 
testified. 
“Then perhaps Henry Kissinger 
would come rn from 9 to 9:25,” he 
added. 
Haldeman and Kissinger were in and 
out of the President’s office throughout 
a typical day, Butterfield said. 
Nixon’s work day normally would 
end at about 7:30 p.m., except for an 
average of about two nights a week 
when he would have his dinner in his 
office in the Executive Office Building. 
Asked about Nixon’s concern with 
details of the White House operation, 
Butterfield 
gave 
the 
following 
examples: 
" ... w hether or not the curtains were 
closed or open, the arrangement of 
state gifts, whether they should be on 
that side of the room or this side of the 
room, displayed on a weekly basis or 
on a monthly or daily basis ... 
“He was deeply involved in the 
entertainm ent business (for state 
dinners), whom we should get for what 
kind of group, small band, big band, 
black band, white band, jazz band 
whatever. He was very interested in 
meals and how they were served ... 
“ He was interested in who in­ 


troduced him to guests and he wanted 
it done quite properly ., 
“Guest lists were of great interest to 
him. He did review all the guests lists 
very carefully and no one would put 
someone on a guest list or take some 
one person off a guest list as a rule 
without going to the President. He was 
interested in knowing how 
many 
Republicans or Democrats were on the 
list, he would review it for that. Too 


many or too little - i t always got his 
personal view—how many from the 
South, East, West, North regions of 
America, how many blacks, how many 
ethnics, how many labor union 
members might be invited; is this an 
appropriate event for labor members? 
Who are the reporters, the press 
people invited to this—he would review 
all of these lists personally and ap­ 
prove them personally.”

Company Chairman J. C. Donnell II 
said Tuesday that M arathon’s earn­ 
ings in the second quarter were $50.2 
million, or $1.68 per share. That’s up 
from a recalculated $20.3 million, or 68 
cents a share, a year earlier. 
The first half earnings amounted to 
$80 million, or $2.70 per share, up from 
$40.4 million, or $1.35 per share last 
year. 
Donnell said the bulk of the increase 
could be credited to foreign operations 
and added that domestic earnings also 
increased. 
Donnell said the dollar value of 
currency generated by operations in 
West Germany added $14 million to 
earnings due to a shift in the rate of 
monetary exchange. 
A $9 million nonrecurring profit was 
derived from the sale of inventories 
which have been replaced at higher 
costs, Donnell said.

Glenn Won t 
Underestimate 
Perk Chances 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - John 
Glenn, the Democratic candidate for 
U. S. Senate, isn’t “ putting any stock" 
in polls that show him running more 
than 40 percentage points ahead of his 
GOP opponent. 
He told newsmen at his Columbus 
headquarters Wednesday he is taking 
his campaign against Mayor Ralph 
Perk of Cleveland very seriously and 
intends to wage “ just as tough" a 
campaign in the fall as he did last 
spring. 
Glenn quoted a friend as advising 
him not to discount his opponent. 
" I ’ve been underestimating Ralph 
Perk for 20 years, and everything he 
ran for, there just wasn’t any way he 
could win, but he did,” the former as­ 
tronaut quoted the friend as saying. 
In response to questions, Glenn said 
he has discussed with Senate Majority 
Iieader Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., the 
possibility that Ohio’s Democratic 
candidate could wind up sitting as a 
juror in the U. S. Senate in a 
presidential impeachment trial. 
Glenn said Mansfield told him he 
believes that if a trial is under way 
when newly elected senators are sworn 
in next January, they will be permitted 
to replace their predecessors as 
jurors. 
“ He said the new senators simply 
would be given a transcript of the trial 
to date, and the trial could proceed,” 
Glenn said. 
The former Marine colonel said he 
was pleased by the U. S. Supreme 
Court decision that ordered the 
president to surrender certain tapes 
for use as evidence in Watergate trials. 
“ I hope he will promptly honor the 
court’s decision. In that way, every bit 
of evidence will be reviewed,” he said. 
Ohio Shows 
Slowdown 
In Population 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - More 
than 185,000 persons have moved out of 
Ohio in the past four years, and the 
Ohio Department of Economic and 
Community Development says the loss 
is due to an emerging post-industrial 
society. 
"The number of people working in 
manufacturing is dropping as in­ 
dustries modernize their plants and 
hire fewer blue collar workers,” said 
Paul Richards, a department spokes­ 
man. 
Richards said the state also is get­ 
ting more service industries, such as 
distribution facilities 
employing 
skilled and white collar workers. 
Ohio has had a record of migration 
out of the state since 1965, Richards 
said. 
“ Our society has become more and 
more mobile,” he said. “ People are 
more willing to move, and when they 
retire, they leave the state.” 
New U. S. Census Bureau figures 
estimate 
Ohio’s 
population 
at 
10,731,000 on July 1,1973, compared to 
10,625,017 on April I, 1970. 
During the same period, there were 
an estimated 264,000 more births than 
deaths in Ohio. Since the absolute 
population increased by about 79,000, 
the Census Bureau concluded 185,000 
residents moved from Ohio. 
Traditionally, Richards said, im­ 
migrants to the Buckeye State have 
come from Appalachia and other 
southern regions. 
“ But 
they 
are 
becoming 
in­ 
dustrialized,” he said. “ People don’t 
have to migrate to Ohio to find a job 
anymore.” 


Spain Looks To Post-Franco Era 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — No matter 
how

turns out, Spain already has slipped 
into the post-Franco era.

The admiral was assassinated last 
December—a

to 
Franco—and the mayor of Madrid, 
Carlos Arias Navarro, replaced him. 
Juan Carlos and Arias Navarro are 
now the country’s leaders. 
With the powerful influence he has 
accumulated over the years, Franco 
still commands a strong following both 
inside and outside the government. But 
he is not the same political force he 
was only two weeks ago.

Texas Convicts 
Threaten To Kill 
IO Pen Hostages 


HUNTSVILI.E, Tex. (AP) - Armed 
convicts say they will kill the IO 
hostages they are holding in the state 
prison library unless they are given 
automatic weapons, ammunition and 
bullet-proof vests. 
N egotiations betw een the rebel 
convicts and prison authorities were 
broken off by the inmates at about I 
a.m. today. They said they would start 
talking again today. 
The hostages include five men and 
four women civilian teachers and 
librarians and one guard, said Dr. Don 
Kirkpatrick, assistant director of the 
Texas 
Department 
of 
Corrections. 
Kirkpatrick said at least three con­ 
victs were involved. 
Kirkpatrick told 
newsmen 
Wed­ 
nesday night the apparent leader of the 
rebels, Fred Gomez Carrasco, had 
demanded six bullet-proof vests, three 
bullet-proof helmets and visors, three 
w alkie-talkie 
radios, 
three 
M16 
automatic rifles, five magazines of 
ammunition, IOO loose rounds for each 
rifle and “suitable clothing for the 
three of us.” 
Kirkpatrick said Carrasco, who was 
sentenced to life for assault with at­ 
tempt to murder a police officer at San 
Antonio, had threatened to execute the 
hostages if the demands were not met. 
“ Mr. Carrasco is not pushing us for 
any tim e deadline,” Kirkpatrick said. 
“It is also interesting to note there 
have been no transportation d e­ 
m ands.” 
Kirkpatrick said there was only a 
double door leading into the library 
and Carrasco was making the hostages 
sit in front of it, rotating them about 
every 20 minutes.

The board was informed at 
the meeting of Blue Cross’s approval 
of a $2 room rate bringing the price of a 
semi-private room without bath to $36. 
Much discussion was sparked as a 
result of the proposed salary raise both 
for 
and 
against. 
H ospital 
Administrator John Reid pointed out 
that the minimum wage was $2 every 
place else while the hospital had only 
raised its minimum wage to $1.90. Reid 
said the registered nurse should be 
paid at least what she could get as an 
assembly line worker in a factory. The 
proposed five per cent across the 
board raise was estimated to cost 
$15,000 for the remainder of this year 
and $37,000 next year. 
Opposition to the raise occurred 
when the financial statement was 
given by Harry Clifton, chairman of 
the finance committee. On the whole, 
the report showed the business of the 
hospital was holding steady but the 
fiscal balances were decreasing. 
The financial report also showed the 
occupancy for June was 84 per cent 
which is the exact figure quoted for the 
same month in 1973. 
Reid said the occupancy for Tuesday 
was only 75 per cent. A total of 37 births 
were recorded for June as opposed to 
41 for June, 1973. Emergency room 
visits also showed a decline, from 1146 
last year to 930 for June this year. 
Eighty operations were performed 
during the month. 
A report from the medical staff 
asked for approval of an amendment 
to 
the

anesthesia policies. The board ap­ 
proved the amendment. Approval was 
also given by the board of governors to 
support an educational program 
sponsored by the medical staff. The 
medical staff has not yet asked for 
financial aid from the board and board 
members felt such a program could be 
a multi-county venture and would thus 
be of less burden to Berger Hospital. 
The board voted to support their fair 
share of the costs of the m aterials of 
the program. 
Dr. William Myers had written to the 
board seeking financial aid to help 
support volunteer emergency medical 
squads in the county. The board voted 
to support it but decided to postpone a 
monetary contribution until specific 
needs are brought forth. 
The best bid on the short term in­ 
vestment of funds came from the First 
National Bank at 114 per cent interest 
for 60 days.

president Frank Barnhill said the 
funds would be re-bid at the end of the 
60-day period. 
Dr. Emily Lutz, new president of the 
medical staff, was present at the 
meeting.

hate to quit playing football," 
said Johnny Unitas. " I’d like 
to play for another 30 years. 
Your mind is willing but your 
body wears out." 
With those words Unitas, 
the quarterback who com­ 
pleted more passes and 
gained more yards through 
the air than anyone else in pro 
football history, announced 
his retirement Wednesday. 
Unitas pulled out of the 
sport at the age of 41 as he 
was going into his 19th 
season. 
Playing another season, he 
told newsmen, would be "too 
much to ask of a pair of 
98-year-old legs" suffering 
from arthritis. 
“ I’m taking up time on the 
field when it could be used for 
better purposes for the 
younger people," said Unitas, 
who was starting his second 
year with the San Diego 
Chargers since he. left the 
Baltimore Colts. 
The 
National 
Football 
league star said he offered to 
stay and coach, but Coach 
Tommy Prothro declined. 
The Chargers picked up 
Unitas a year ago when the 
Colts benched him as a 
starter after 17 years. San 
Diego paid $150,000 for the 
rights to negotiate with him, 
then signed him to a two-year 
contract reportedly paying 
$500,000. 
Unitas said Chargers owner 


tract will be honored.” Klein 
issued a statement that made 
no mention of the contract but 
praised Unitas as "the best 
quarterback in the history of 
the game." 


“ I tried to workout four or 
five times but my knees 
swelled up and popped and 
were sore," he said. “ It would 
be foolish for me to try to do 
things I once tried to do." 


For the things he used to do, 
the NFL, on its 50th an­ 
niversary in 1969, named the 
ex-University of louisville 
player its greatest quar­ 
terback ever. 
The records set by Unitas 
which still stand include the 
most passes attempted by a 
pro quarterback, 5,186; the 
most completed, 2,830; the 
most yards gained passing, 
40,239, and the most touch­ 
downs through the air, 290. 
When the Chargers opened 
their training camp here this 
year, Unitas was the only vet­ 
eran to cross the picket line of 
the NFL Players Association. 
Charger veterans picketed 
outside the camp as Unitas 
announced his retirement 
inside. 
“ Football has given me 
every opportunity I’ve ever 
had," Unitas said. 
He said he will return to his 
Maryland home but might 
take up football broadcasting. 
He owns a restaurant in 
Maryland 
and 
land 
in 
Florida.

To Traffic Institute 


Sgt. Neil B. Staten of the Circleville 
Post of the State Highway Patrol was 
selected as one of two state officers to 
attend a traffic institute at Nor­ 
thwestern University.

Wayne Henry said only 
about 60 men from the State Patrol had 
ever been selected for this honor

Staten will begin his one year’s 
training at the university in Evanston,

before the term starts. 
He has applied for the management 
course of study since officers attending 
the institute are either assigned to 
management or training. The year’s 
work will apply 20 graduate credit 


hours toward S taten’s m aster's 
degree. 
He 
presently 
holds an 
associate degree in law enforcement 
from the Columbus Technical College 
and has attended both the University 
of Toledo and the Chillicothe branch 
campus of Ohio University. 
An 11-year veteran with the State 
Patrol. Staten has held the rank of 
sergeant for four years and has been 
stationed in luma and Walbridge prior 
to his transfer to the Circleville Post. 
IX. Henry said he did not know whether 
the officer will be re-stationed in 
Circleville after completion of the 
training. 
Selection for the assignment was

Ability To Curb Pickets 
To Face UMW Leadership 


COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) - The 
United Mine W orkers’ ability to 
control pickets it does not represent 
will be tested this afternoon at the 
Eastover Mining Co. at Highsplmt. 
In an agreement signed Wednesday 
with the National I^bor Relations 
Board and approved by a federal 
judge, the UMW agreed that by 5 p.m. 
EDT today it would reduce to six the 
number of pickets at the Highsplmt 
site. 
UMW Counsel Chip Yablonski 
warned both before and after the 
agreement in U. S. District Judge Mac 
Swmford’s courtroom that the UMW 
cannot give orders to some of the pick­ 
ets whom he said are Highsplmt 
employes represented by the rival 
Southern I,abor Union (SIE). 
But he said, "We are committed to 
utilize whatever efforts we can” to 
meet the requirements. 
.After the agreement was reached 
and approved by Swinford, Yablonski 
disclosed that the UMW has asked the 
NLRB to schedule an election at High­ 
splmt so that the UMW can replace the 
SEU as the official bargaining agent of 
the IOO employes there. 
As it stands, Highsplint is the only 
one of the three Eastover mines in 
Harlan County not represented by the 
UMW. Up to this week it was the only 
one of the three not shut down by a one- 
year strike the UMW staged after 
contract talks failed at Eastover’s 
Brookside and Bailey’s Cree* mines. 
The NLRB had asked Swinford to 


issue a temporary restraining order to 
stop picketing at the mine, contending 
the picketing deprived Highsplint 
employes of their right to work. 
But Yablonski told Swinford that 
massive picketing which shut down the 
mine at Highsplint earlier this week 
was the result of a walkout by High­ 
splmt employes, all SEU members, 
upset because two fellow employes 
were dismissed, allegedly for honoring 
the UMW picket lines. 
About 150 pickets were at Highsplmt
